Every one felt that England had lost an indi- 
viduality which it could never have again, which was of the 
highest value, which was in its own kind altogether unequalled. 


What used to strike the agricultural mind as different from 
what they fancied and most opposite to a Northern agitator was 
a sort of playfulness. They could hardly believe that the lurk- 
ing smile, the perfectly magical humour which they were so 
much struck by, could really be that of a ‘‘ Manchester man.” 
Mr Cobden used to say, ‘“‘I have as much right as any man 
“to call myself the representative of the tenant-farmer, for 
‘‘T am a farmer’s son, and the son of a Sussex farmer.’ But 
agriculturists keenly felt that was not the explanation of the 
man they saw. Perhaps they could not have thoroughly ex- 
plained, but they perfectly knew that they were hearing a 
man of singular and most peculiar genius, fitted as if by 
“ natural selection’ for the work he had to do, and not 
wasting a word on any other work.or anything eise, least of 
all upon himself. 

Mr Cobden was very anomalous in two respects. He was a 
sensitive agitator. Generally, an agitator is a rough man of 
the O'Connell type, who says anything himself, and lets 
others say anything. You “ peg into me and I will peg into 
‘* you, and let us see which will win,” is his motto. But Mr 
Cobden’s habit and feeling was utterly different. -He-never 
spoke ili of any one. He arraigned principles, but not per- 
sons. We fearlessly say that after a career of agitation of 
thirty years, not one single individual has—we do not say a 
valid charge, but a producible charge—a charge which he 
would wish to bring forward against Mr Cobden. You 
can’t find the man who says “ Mr Cobden said this 
“of me, and it was not true.” This may seem trivial 
praise, and on paper it looks easy. But to those who know 
the great temptations of actual life it means very much. 
How would any other great agitator, O’Connell, or Hunt, or 
Cobbett, look if tried by such a test? Very rarely, if even ever 
in history, has a man achieved so much by his words— 
been victor in what was thought at the time to be a class 
struggle—and yet spoken so little evilas Mr Cobden. There is 
hardly a word tobe found, perhaps, even now, which the recording 
angel would wish to blot. We may on other grounds object 
to an agitator who lacerates no one, but no watchful man of 
the world will deny that such an agitator has vanquished 
one of life’s most imperious and difficult temptations. 

Perhaps some of our readers may remember as vividly as 
we do a curious instance of Mr Cobden’s sensitiveness. He 
said at Drury Lane Theatre, in tones of feeling, almost of 
passion, curiously contrasting with the ordinary coolness of 
his nature : “‘I could not serve with Sir Robert Peel.” After 
more than twenty years, the curiously thrilling tones of that 
phrase still live in our ears. Mr Cobden alluded to the 
charge which Sir Robert Peel had made, or half made, 
that the Anti-Corn Law League and Mr Cobden had, by their 
action and agitation, conduced to the actual assassination of 
Mr Drummond, his secretary, and the intended assassination 
of himself, Sir Robert Peel. No excuse or palliation could 
be made for such an assertion except the most important one, 





Cobden’s. But the profound feeling with which Mr Cobden 
spoke of it iscertain. He felt it as a man feels an unjust ' 
calumny, an unfounded stain on his honour. 

Mr Disraeli said on Monday night (and he has made many 
extraordinary assertions, but this is about the queerest) 
“« Mr Cobden had a profound reverence for tradition.” If | 
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there is any single quality which Mr Cobden had not, 
it is traditional reverence. But probably Mr Disraeli meant 
what is most true, that Mr Cobden had a delicate dis- 
like of offending other men’s opinions. He dealt with them 
tenderly. He did not like to have his own creed coarsely 
attacked, and he did—he could not help doing—as he would

This sensitive natare is one marked peculiarity in Mr 
| Cobden’s career as an agitator, and another is that he was an 
agitator for men of business, Generally speaking, occupied

how much may be said against any one who is responsible for 
| anything. They know how unanswerable such charges nearly 


always are, and how false they easily may be. A capitalist 
can hardly help thinking “Suppose a man was to make a 
“ speech against my mode of conducting my own business, how 
“ much he would have to say.”” Now it is an exact descrip- 
tion of Mr Cobden that by the personal magic of a single-minded 
practicability, he made men of business abandon this objec- 


He made them say, “ How business like, how wise, just what

Mr Cobden of course was not the discoverer of the Free- 
| trade principle. He did not first find out that the Corn

THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTTEE OF 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS ON BANKRUPTCY. 
WE gave last week the resolutions of Mr Moffatt’s Bank. 
ruptey Committee in the form in which they have been laid 
on the table of the House of Commons. But as their form 
| is necessarily concise and formal, some more popular account 
| of their general scope and object may be useful. We must, 
| however, introduce it by a general observation, which we have 
often made before, but which should be perpetually present 
to the mind of every one who considers this subject. You 
can never make a system of Bankruptcy which will be very 
agreeable or wholly satisfactory. The subject matter forbids 
it. When commercial men make large bad debts, they will, 
of - necessity, be anxious, captious, and dissatisfied. 
They used to think the bankrupt “ a good man,” 
and they cannot all at once change their belief and 
admit he is worth nothing. They are, therefore, 
inclinea to think that there is more in the estate than there 
| really is. The bankrupt too always says there is. The first 
account presented of an estate—the anticipation sketch esti- 
| mate, as Indian financiers would say,—is always by far too 
| favourable. Whatever administrator is set to realise that re- 
sult will necessarily seem to fail ; for it is endeavouring to re- 
| duce to solid earth what was in fact a flattering delusion—a | 
sanguine dream. There will always be disappointment ; the 
administrators will always be taunted by the creditors ; they 
will always hear “The estate showed 14s, and you only get 
us 8s.’ Nor must eager speculators expect that the 
creditors will in all cases be very willing to expose what seems 
| and are the gross frauds of the bankrupt. Very often the 
| creditor wishes to hush the matter up quite as much as the 
bankrupt ; at any rate the bankrupt is ruined and he does’ 
not so much care what comes out. But the creditor is as yet 
not ruined; he may be safe; if his credit is not injured 
he will “ pull through ;’’ and therefore, far from wishing to 
explain that the bankrupt has cheated him of a very large 
sum and asking to have him punished, he tries to mitigate 
matters. He says, “I have not lost so much as is thought. 
“ The bankrupt is not so bad a man after all.” Where the 
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| administrators have to realise what is only iancied, what can 
never be real, there must ever be disappointment and dissatis- 
| faction. We must endeavour, in dealing with Bankruptcy, to 
make the best of a bad business; we must not hops to cnange 
it into a good business. 

Subject to this grave preliminary difficulty, which must 
| ever be remembered, for its results are everywhere, we con 
| gratulate our readers on the excellent series of recommenda- 

tions which Mr Moffatt’s Committee has agreed to. That 
they form a complete and perfect code for future Bankruptcy 
' proceedings we do not say: the Committee do not put them

We are so accustomed to the Court of Bankruptcy, that we 
have forgotten its anomalous nature. It performs no less 
than four functions which have no natural connection, which 
are opposite in essence and detail, which will never be rightly 

ed until they are divided—until each function is given 
Fs special instrument fit for that and used for that only. 
The Court of Bankruptcy performs administrative functions : 
it collects the assets and divides the assets, which is no more 
» matter of law than every collection and dividend of a 
testator’s estate by his executors is a matter of law. 2ndly, 
Hit has what we may call a remitting function. It lets 
aman off his debts. It says to the bankrupt, “‘ You owe 
«all this money; but we—the Court—remit you that 
“debt and absolve you from all further consequences.” 
$rdly, it exercises, or claizas and attempts to exercise, 
vitive functions—functions of criminal law: it punishes, 
or tries to punish, the fraudulent—at least the very 
fraudulent bankrupt. Lastly, it exercises what is naturally 
and properly called its judicial function—a function of civil law. 
It decides in all cases who is to be a bankrupt, and in cases of 
doubt what are the rights of the creditors under the bank- 
ruptey and what are not the rights; which debts are really 
due from the bankrupt and which are not due. Whovever 
considers the varied nature of these four operations—whoever 
considers how much difference there is between them in their 
yery essence and nature,—will easily understand that the same 
body cannot perform them all, that it is contrary to principle 
to intrust them all to the sole and uncontrolled management 
of a single tribunal. 

As to the administrative function, as to the collection and 
division of assets, we not long since showed at length (see 
Economist, January 14th) thatit wasimpossible any Court could 
jiever perform it. The duty of a judicial body is to decide on 
what comes before it. The process of litigation is fit for that 
and was made for that. Its careful deliberation, its solemn 
forms, its elaborate consideration are suited for the wise deci- 
sion of questions which involve serious difficulty, which require 
discussion, on which there is much to be said on both sides. 
But the getting in a bankrupt’s assets is not an elaborate 
matter; it is a very simple matter. Ifthe bankrupt had been 
able to go on with his business there would have been no 
litigation in getting hold of his property ; and after he has 
ceased to conduct his business there need be none either. Occa- 
sional questions may arise, but they will be only occasional ; 
they need not bear a greater proportion to the business in 
bankruptcy than the legal questions arising out of ordinary 
trade bear to that ordinary trade. Mutatis mutandis, as near 
ascan be, the administration of an estate after bankrupcy 
ought to be as near as possible to the administration of the 
same estate before bankruptcy ; it was only a matter of busi- 

ness before ; it ought not to be a matter of law after. 

i, We are happy to say the Committee of the House of 
Commons entirely confirm this conclusion. 
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They propose to 







{\Bankruptcy. They propose that there should no longer be 
an official assignee ; that no officer of the Court of Bankruptcy 
shall collect the assets or shall divide the assets ; that all the 
|| Pecuniary part of the work shall be done out of Court and by 
men of business, not in Court and by lawyers. 
The Committee carry further what we think the true 
principle. The best persons to administer a bankrupt’s estate, 
® persons most likely to administer it as if it were their own, 
are the persons solely interested in it—the creditors. If much 
is realised, much will be divided among them. If little is 
realised, little will be divided among them. To all the rest of 
the nation the result of the winding-up of an insolvent estate 
||}8, im @ pecuniary sense, quite indifferent ; but to the creditors 
{jit is always somewhat important, and it may be very impor- 
tant. The Committee, therefore, propose that the creditors 
should, as in Scotland, be the persons charged with carrying 
out the administration of their estate. They are at a first 
meeting to choose a working individual as trustee, who is to 
give security for good conduct, to receive “reasonable remu- 
neration,”’ in whom the whole bankrupt’s property is to rest 
j|from the moment of his appointment, who is to collect the 
assets first, and then divide them. He is to be subject to the 
superintendence of two inspectors also chosen by the creditors, 
a 
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abolish in toto the administrative function of the Court of ! 
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and also acting for them and for them only. The recom- 
mendation is that there should be an efficient agent appointed 
by the creditors, and a watching subordinate also appointed by 
them. 

Of these resolutions it need hardly be said we entirely 
approve. We have no doubt that the Court of Bankruptey— 
the present administrator—is the worst body for that purpose. 
We have no doubt that the creditors, if they will act, if they 
will attend to their own business, are by far the best adminis- 
trators of that business. These recommendations are in truth 
identical with those which we ventured to put forth in the 
article to which we have referred. We did, indeed, in that 
article also propose an additional and supplementary machinery, 
in case the creditors did not act, and preferred to intrust the 
duty to an administrative department of Government. We do 
not feel sure that hereafter some supplementary machinery of 
that kind may not be necessary ; we cannot feel confident that 
creditors in this busy country will always do even the slight 
duty which the proposal of the Committe would require of 
them. They have only indeed to appoint a good trustee and 
good inspectors, and the thing is done. Perhaps we are timid, 
but we do not feel sure that they will always do even this, 
that they would not sometimes prefer a different machinery. 
But this subordinate suggestion may be considered afterwards ; 
the first thing is, get rid of the existing bad machinery, of 
the absurd anomaly which sets a judicial court—not to decide, 
but to execute—not to judge, but to work. The next thing is 
to try the creditors, and see if they will attend to their own 
concerns. In important cases they doubtless will, and if cases 
are to be found in which they will not so attend, it will then, 
with the aid of facts and by the light of experience, be easier 
to provide a supplementary form of procedure. 


The second duty of the present Court of Bankruptcy, what 
we have called its remitting duty, the Committee have pro- 
posed to take from them. They have imposed it on the 
Legislature. They have said that if a man pays 6s 8d in the 
pound, he shall be free, and that until he pays 6s 8d he shall 
not be free. Unless he pays that dividend,—for six years, the 
ordinary time fixed in the Statute of Limitations, he shall not 
be free. At first sight the expediency of the recommenda- 
tion may be doubted ; it may be said that it is hard on a 
trader who has been unfortunate, who has had losses which 
no one could count on, who has not received gains on which 
every one would have counted, to be obliged to pay debts 
which he contracted in anticipation of those gains and with- 
out expecting those misfortunes. There is, put it as you like, 
it may be said, a risk in commerce. There are times of panic 
against which no one can provide, and which the most intelli- 
gent hardly foresee. At such periods firms of the highest stand- 
ing fail one after another, and it is hard that a well-meaning, 
honest, but perhaps not clever trader, who is ruined by 
trusting these firms, should not be at once set free, 
even though bis assets are smaller than the fixed 
proportion. And possibly cases of peculiar hardship 
may occur in anomalous and rare cases, but we 
cannot make common laws for uncommon cases. In 
those rare cases each creditor can, as far as his own debts are 
concerned, do what the law now does. He need not take his 
money. He may absolve the bankrupt. But, as every one 
knows, these extreme cases of sudden innocent ruin are of 
infinite infrequency in actual commerce. Nine hundred and 
ninety-nine out of a thousand of those bankrupts who do not 
pay a decent dividend are not fit for decent commerce. Con- 
sider what bankruptcy is. It is an extraordinary intervention 
of the Legislature in favour of the debtor. Itis not reasonable 
that it should be exercised in all cases whatever, whether the 
debtor is a speculative gambler or an industrious but unfortu- 
nate tradesman. And it is even less reasonable that 
there should be as now a preliminary investigation costly 
and yet useless—that the remission of liability should 
be in fact and practice almost universal, though it 
is preceded by a pretence of inquiry on which the money of 
the creditors is spent, but by which no creditor is benefited. 
In this case, as in so many cases, the evil has lain in the choice 
of an inappropriate instrument. A court of law is a fit 
tribunal to decide whether & specific crime has or has not been 
committed. But it is an utterly unfit tribunal to measure the 
past prudence or the past imprudence of an unsuccessful trader. 
No one can very well measure it ; and least of all a lawyer, 
by habit searching for precise definitions, and bound by an 
analogous precedent. The best test is the dividend ; itis a 
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rough one no doubt, and not a perfect one, but no practical 
machinery is at all near perfection. Nice and fine wheels 
will not do the coarse, plain work of real life. Generally 
speaking, those who have paid a decent dividend on their 
debts cannot deserve a special interposition of the Legislature 
to free them from those debts, and with this broad, rough, 
useful maxim, we may rest content and satisfied. 

The punitive functions, such as they are, of the Court of 
Bankruptcy, the Committee transfer to the ordinary tribunals, 
and this is doubtless wise. There is no reason for a special 
Court for this sort of special offences. For penal purposes, 
you might as well have a special Larceny Court as a special 
Bankruptcy Court. No doubt, in a country like ours, where 
there is no public and authorised prosecutor, commercial 
offences, when left to the ordinary tribunals, may go un- 
punished because unprosecuted. But, then, all other offences 
are in a similar position : the sufferer by an injury is in Eng- 
land required to take upon himself the additional suffering of 
setting in motion the heavy machinery of the law. And if 


this is endurable with other offences, it will be so in commer- 
cial offences, for no one can say that the Court of Bankruptcy 
now punishes commercial offences either effectually or suffi- 


ciently. We need not fear leniency in the future, for we are 
accustomed to it already. 

It is to be remarked, however, that one recommendation of 
the Committee will require considerable care in practice. 
They suggest the abolition of imprisonment for debt, and no 
doubt in theory rightly. Nothing can be more contrary to 
wise criminal jurisprudence than to punish as a crime an act 
which may be innocent, which may be almost accidental. 
The non-payment of debt, though generally caused by the 
misconduct of the debtor, is not always so caused ; it is some- 
times the result of misfortune. No legislation can, therefore, 
be more utterly unscientific and irregular than to punish un- 
paid debt as if it were an essential crime, an offence in itself. 
But in abolishing this old jurisprudence, we must take care to 
enact new and better jurisprudence. We must take care that 
we do not let off all insolvent debtors good and bad. Those 
who have recklessly made away with the money of others and 
have nothing left of their own, ought to be imprisoned, for they 
cannot be fined. 

The Committee of course recommend that the fourth division 
of the business of the Court of Bankruptcy should remain in 
its hands. The civil business of adjudicating who is and who 
is not to be bankrupt ; of deciding what claims on a bankrupt’s 
estate should be proved and what should not be proved, neces- 
sarily and legitimately belong to a legal tribunal, and cannot 
be properly committed to any different body. It is evident, 
however, that if all the other duties of the existing Courts of 
Bankruptcy are abolished, and only this one left, much 
fewer courts will be required, and a much less com- 
plex judicial organisation will be necessary. The Com- 
mittee propose to abolish all the Provincial Courts 
of Bankruptcy, and to vest jurisdiction in a Court 
in London and in the country Courts. We will not say we 
are entirely satisfied with, or that we are sure we com- 
prehend the details of this suggestion, but in its principles we 
entirely concur. Much fewer Courts, much fewer offices, 
much less money, will be needed by the judicial elements in 
bankruptcy under the suggested system than under the 
existing system. 

We think that the thanks of the community are due 
to the Committee which, after an elaborate investigation, 
has agreed to resolutions so admirable in their principle and 
essence, and so capable of being mouided into an effectual 
code on this important and difficult subject. 


THE HITCH IN THE CONFEDERATION OF THE 
AMERICAN COLONIES. 
Ir was not likely that a scheme so vast and so beneficial as 
that for the Federation of the American Colonies should be 
carried out without obstacle. It affected too many interests, 
stirred up too many prejudices, and was too clearly within 
the ken of colonial politicians, to be accepted like a Treaty 
without resistance. Nobody could see where the hitch would 
occur, but every one secretly expected its occurrence. It has 
arisen in New Brunswick, that little colony having, after an 
appeal to the people, rejected the project of Union almost with 
contempt.

THE PRUSSIAN ORISIS. 
Tue Constitutionalists of Prussia are displaying unexpected 
sense and spirit. It was expected that the victory over Den- 
mark, the capture of Dippel, the deliverance of the Duchies 
would, by gratifying the national pride, greatly strengthen 
the Minister whose policy had produced those results, would 
incline the liberal members towards compromise, and the 
constituencies to throw themselves at the feet of the King. 
The result, however, has been a different one. The victories 
have indeed elevated the national spirit, but the elevation has 
only increased the desire for a nobler national life ; they have 
deepened the self-confidence of the people, and therefore their 
readiness to trust themselves with the responsibility of self- 
government. The tone of the Opposition, so far from being 
lowered, is firmer and more incisive than ever, and there is 
evidence that the long struggle is hardening the minds of their 
leaders into a more statesmanlike moderation. The new 
aspect of the House evidently impresses the King, and the 
first concession made comes from his side. His Majesty 
offered to allow the strength of the army to be fixed by law, 
provided that it might be increased in any time of urgency. 
The provision was nearly illusory, but still it offered the 
Chamber of Deputies a loophole through which to recede from 


their position. They, however, declined to accept it, unless their | 


right to control the military budget were formally 
acknowledged, and with true constitutional tact passed on 
to the consideration of the general budget. A Committee 
appointed for that purpose drew up a series of recommenda- 
tions framed with a skill which has evidently greatly embar- 
rassed the Ministry. They declare that the military budget 
ought to be reduced, and the saving expended on new roads, 
agricultural works, schools, and an increase in the allowances 
of schoolmasters, and of all subordinate officials. All of these 
are objects dear to the country, but it is the last of them 
which worries the Ministry, for it directly and powerfully in- 
terests the army. The officers are usually “noble,” and it is 
vain, therefore, for the liberals to conciliate them, but the 
non-commissioned officers in Prussia, as in England, are the 
bones of the military system, and the Chamber has earned 
their support. Under the military law of Prussia, a non-com- 
missioned officer has a preferential claim to most subordinate 
civil offices, and if he leaves the army he usually accepts one 
as the readiest means of livelihood. These officers are 
wretchedly paid, so wretchedly that their allowances baffle 
even German thriftiness, they get into debt, and they spread 
their complaints among their old comrades still in the ranks. 
The proposed increase in their pay, therefore, not only delights 
them, but all the sergeants who will succeed them in their 
posts, and all the men who hope to become sergeants. the pick 
and flower of the army. No wonder Herr von Roon grew 
savage in his assertions of the sergeants’ loyalty. Then the 
Committee asks the abolition of the salt monopoly, keenly 
felt by the peasantry ; a reduction of legal fees, greatly dis- 
liked by merchants ; a revision of postage, very important to 
an educated race; a definite limit to the income tax, which 
We understand without explanation ; and the application of 
part of the house tax to the relief of the municipalities. 
Every class in Prussia understands these reforms, and the 
remarkably clever speech of Privy Councillor Mélle, in which 
he shows that the Constitutionalists, while reducing taxes,

SIR CHARLES TREVELYAN’S FINAL BUDGET. 
WE can hardly sufficiently express our surprise at the singular 
effort of finance with which Sir O. Trevelyan has closed his 
career in India. According to the telegrams, he has abolished 
the income.tax, which should have been retained, and im- 
posed export duties which should have been omitted. We 
now impose duties on English imports into India, and duties 
on articles produced in India by English capital for English 
use. We tax the raw produce which we buy and the manu- 
factured goods which we sell, and we let the rich natives 
go untaxed. What can be more absurd ?

In 1862, the demand for money was rather active. The

The Budget for the year had 
by Mr. Gladstone. 

In 1863, the contract for a new Turkish loan of 8,000,0007 
had besn signed. 6,000,000/ stock was to be issued imme- 
diately, and the remainder, at the option of the Government, 
ata later period. Gold was accumulating at the Bank, and 
the rates of discount were easy. Some excitement was taking 

in the market for Greek bonds, on account of the 
nomination of Prince William of Denmark to the throne of

In 1864, the trenches at Duppel had been opened by the 
Prussians, ‘and the bombardment of the place was being carried 
on with great vigour. The Prussians had suffered a defeat 
near Veile.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The English wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, was heavy in 
the extreme. Factors would have accepted 1s per quarter less 
money than on Friday last ; but as most offers were at a reduction 
of 2s per quarter, very little business was transacted ; indeed, the 
bulk of the supply brought forward was left unsold at the close of 
business. The foreign wheat trade was dull, yet prices ended 
stationary. For Spring corn, there was a fair demand, and oats 
commanded rather more money than on Monday. The flour trade 
was steady, on former terms. This week’s imports amount to 530 
quarters of wheat; 4,410 barley; 8,220 oats; and 600 sacks of 
flour. 

Both at Liverpool and Wakefield, this morning, the corn trade 
was in a sluggish state, and the tendency of prices was decidedly 
in favour of buyers. Very few changes of importance, however, 
took place. 

There has again been a quiet cotton market at Liverpool, this 
week, and with cotton freely offered and pressed for sale, prices 
have further declined ; prices may be quoted } to 1d lower than 
last Friday. The total sales of the week reach 42,480 bales, of 
which 4,780 have been taken in speculation; 5,940 have declared 
for export; leaving 31,760 to the trade. The imports reach 
63,140, and the export amount to 5,940, the stock is now estimated 
at 605,450 bales. ' 

From Messrs Ellison and Haywood’s Liverpool cotton circular, 
dated April 1, we extract the tollowing :—As compared with the 
rates current at the close of December, the present prices show a 
fall of 45 per cent. in Americav, 45 per cent. in Brazil, 47 per 
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cent. in Egyptian, 48 per cent. in Smyrna, 45 per cent. in Dho

LIVERPOOL—Aprrit 7. 


The increase of business in the market, last week, was followed 
by greater activity, accompanied by a marked advance in long 
stapled descriptions, but on Saturday the demand fell off, and 
prices have since drooped, and closed yesterday with a further 
general decline. Sea Island is much neglected, and during the 
last fortnight has declined 1d to 2d per lb. Though American has 
been in improved demand the quotations are partially reduced 
about 4d per lb. Brazil, after a temporary rally of 1d per Ib on 
Friday morning, has again become very heavy, and closed at a re- 
duction of about 4d per lb. Egyptian advanced fully 1d per lb, but 
has since been much pressed for sale, and is now about $d to 1d 
below last week’s quotations. Smyrna has further given way }d 
to 3d per lb. in East India prices rule exceedingly irregular ; in 
many instances a reduction of 1d per lb has been submitted to, 
but the average decline cannot be stated at more than $d per lb. 
China and Japan have been in fair daily request, but a decline of 
3d to $d per lb may be quoted in these descriptions. 


The only transactions reported “to arrive” were on the lst 
instant, Western Madras, middling fair, March or April shipment 
11d, and China fair, December shipment 9d per lb. 


The sales of the week amount to 42,480 bales, including 4,780 
on speculation, and 5,490 declared for export, leaving 31,760 bales 
to the trade. The sales to-day amount to about 4,000 bales.

A farther considerable fall has taken place in the value of 
cotton. The arrivals during the present week have been large, 
viz., 12,274 bales. Of this quantity, 6,581 bales have been re- 
crived from Savannah; 1,602 Matamoros; 657 New Orleans; 
662 Porto Rico ; 241 Baltimore; 1,557 by railroad ; the remainder 
from the West India Islands, North Carolina, and Liverpool. This 
additional import raises the receipts since Sept. 1 to 163,584 bales, 
The export from March 1 to March 21 was 2,434 bales against 
2,742 bales last year. Cotton from Savannah, sold by order of 
Government, has been disposed of at 264 to 40 cents for sound;

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS, 


There has been a fair average business doing in goods in the 
leading markets, and the quotations have been supported. Most 
descriptions of iron have changed hands freely at extreme rates. 
For the time of year, the transactions in coals have been very 
large, at high rates. 


Mancuester, April 6.—This market bas continued drooping 
slowly, no disposition for business being manifested any here. 
The losses incurred from the successive declines appear to have 
quite disheartened buyers, and add to the caution induced by 
apprehensions of failures ; and as the constant imports of cotton 
prove too heavy to be absorbed by the trade, expectations more 
and more incline in the direction of yet lower prices. Manufac- 
turers of Eastern cloths are working off their former contracts, aud 
further contracts cannot be found to supply their place. Stocks, 
however, are seldom found gathering on the market: whenever 
beginning to do so, they are forced off at a greater or less sacrifice 
on existing quotations.

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BraprorD.—Sales of wool are both few and small, and at easier 

ices. A little business has been dove in yarns. It has con- 
sisted chiefly of some speculative purchases of super 30’s for export, 
and some fair quantities of 40’s for Russia. Pieces—A good many 
buyers have been about looking up fancies suitable to the present 
season. A few repeat fancy orders for quick delivery for America 
and the home trade have also been booked. Plain goods have been 
entirely neglected. 

Leeps.—The export houses, in commor with those in the home 
trade, are far from being busy. Manufacturers are in just about 
the same state of activity as they have been for the past two 
months, the most of them running full time, but a few are aot in 
so favourable a position. 

RocupaLe.—Both light and heavy goods have been bought 
sparingly, and it seems as if small and frequent purchases are 

ing to prevail as a general rule, all parties being cautious in 
their transactions and unwilling to speculate far. Prices of 
flannels and wools are generally steady. The Yorkshire goods 
trade participates in the general quietness. 

Huppersrietp.—Parcels of regular market goods and also of 
black doeskins have been selected in various departments to supply 
orders in hand, but spring goods are only in dull demand, and 
there appears to be an almost total absence of speculation just 
now. 

Leicester.—There is about an average amount of business 
doing in most descriptions of hosiery goods, both plain and fancy, 
and manufacturers are strictly making to order. 

Normneuam.—There isa shade more doingin lace goods. The 
silk mechlin trade is tolerably active, but there is still very little 
doing in quillings. Black laces are expected to be in bet¢er re- 
quest shortly. A few buyers have been in the market during the 
past few days. ‘The hosiery trade is quiet. 

Canpirr.—The steam coal trade is upon the whole in a fairly 
satisfactory state, although the demand upon export account is 
not quite so brisk as usual. Rails are quoted 6/ 15s to 7/ 5s at 
the works, and bars 6/ 5s to 6/ 15s. 

Neweastix-on-l'ynz.—The iron works having resumed full 
employment, and the spring prospects being tolerably satisfactory, 
a cheerful tone pervades commercial circles in the North. The 
chemical trade has been firm. Prices were, best alkali 28d, 
second, 2d; crystals of soda, 4/ 10s; bicarbonate of soda, 11/; 
bleaching powder, 10/ to 10/ 5s; Epsom salts, 7/ 10s per ton. 

Birmixcuam.—The trade of this town continues quiet ; in some 
brancbes a slight reaction has been experienced, but the orders in 
hand are moderate, and in goods for the spring trade there bas not 
up to this time been much doing. 

Suerrie.p.—The orders from the home market have increased, 
but they are s‘ill below the average, the dulness being most 
felt in tue London and Lancashire markets. The orders from 
Birmingham factors are also small. 

Bewrast.—The linen trade continues without animation, and 
great dullness prevails, with weaker prices. There has been little 
improvement in the demand for yarns. Prices remain pretty 
stationary for lines, but tows have experienced a further decline.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Fripay Evenina. 

The arrivals of English wheat fresh up this week having been 
on the increase, and the weather more favourable for agricultural 
operations, the demand for both red and white qualities has ruled 
very inactive, and, in some instances, the quotations have had a 
drooping tendency. The show of foreign wheat has been wholly 
confined to graneried parcels. Fine dry qualities have been in 
fair request, at full prices. In other kinds, next to nothing has 
been doing, and, to have forced sales, lower rates must have been 
submitted to. Malting barley has been scarce, and in fair demand, 
at full prices. In grindiog and distilling sorts very little has been 
doing, at late rates. ‘The malt trade has continued heavy, at the 
late decline in value. The few oats on the stands have been 
mostly cleared off at full currencies. Beans and peas have sold 
at extreme rates, although the inquiry for them has been far 
from active. ‘The flour trade hus continued in a healthy state. 
A few parcels of foreign flour have come to hand. 

The continental markets have been steady for wheat. The 
amount of business doing in that description of produce, however, 
has been only moderate. Nearly all kinds of Spring vorn have 
sold somewhat firmly. In America, both wheat and flour have 
commanded very little attention. The shipments to England con~ 
tinue on a limited scale. 

In Scotland, wheat, barley, and oats have changed hands 
steadily, at full quotations. Otherwise, the corn trade has been 
very inactive. 

The Irish markets have been steadily supplied with wheat; 
nevertheless, sales have progressed slowly, on former terms. 
Barley, oats, and fine flour have commanded full prices. 

The trade for English wheat at Mark lane, to-day, was very dull, 
and as compared with Friday last, prices exhibited a reduction 
of 1s to 2s per quarter. Very little business, however, was trars- 
acted. For foreign wheat, the demand ruled heavy, at Monday’s 
currency. Good and fine malting barley was firm in price, and 
oats commanded rather more money. Beans and peas fully sup- 
ported previous quotations. The flour trade was steady, at full 
prices.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


Trarric Rerurys.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 25th of March, on 11,841 
miles, to 590,725/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 11,490 
miles, to 609,927/, showing an increase of 351 miles, and of 19,202/ 
in the receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways 
amounted, in the aggregate, on 8,374 miles, to 482,873/ and for the 
corresponding week of 1864, on 8,097 miles, to 482,873/, showing 
an increase of 277 miles, and a decrease of 19,070/. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, April 3.—In the share market to-day English railways alone 
showed animation, and closed with a considerable disposition for im- 
proved prices. Colonial also were slightly firmer, but British mines were 
rather flat, and the other descriptions were without material change of 
tone. Of the English lines, Chatham advanced 2}, Brighton, North- 
Western, Great Northern, and ditto (B stock) 1 each, ditto (A stock) 
1}, Edinburgh and Glasgow and Midland (Birmingham and Derby) 2 
each, ditto (original) 13. In colonial, Demerara improved 1 Grand 
Trunk of Canada (3d preference) 1, and Great Indian Penins' . In 
foreign, Southern of France improved 4, and Lombardo-Ven a 
Turin and Savona (paid up) declined 1, and Imperial Mexican a further 
‘i and Paris and Orleans are now quoted ex dividend. In American, 

nited States (5-20) improved }, and Illinois Central (shares) a further 

; and ditto (6 per cent. bonds) are now quoted ex coupons. In

Carn Brea }. In foreign mines, no movement is recorded. 

Tuxspay, April 4.—In the share market to-day there was again an 
upward tendency in English railways as well as in foreign; the banks 
were rather inclined to weakness, and in the other descriptions there 
was scarcely any average alteration. Of the English lines, Metropo- 
litan District recovered $; Shropshire Union advanced 1, Chatham fur- 
ther 2, North-Western further 14, Lancashire and Yorkshire a further 
1, North British and South-Western a further $ each, and Midland, 
North-Eastern (Berwick), and ditto (York) a further } each.

In American, 
Atlantic and Great Western (Pennsylvania 1st mortgage) and Illinois 
Central (sterling bonds) advanced 1 each; ditto (shares) relapsed 1;

Wepnespay, April 5.—In the share market to-day dulness was the 
prevailing feature, and American securities, British mines, and banks 
were inclined to flatness, but English, colonial, and foreign railways 
closed rather firm.

This Company has been formed for lighting the city 
of Moscow with gas, under the powers of a concession, 

ted with exclusive privileges by the Municipality, 
on the 26th October, 1864, and ratified in the month of 
December last by the Imperial Government. 

Moscow contains a population of about 500,000 per- 
sons. It is situate at the centre of the commerce of the 
country, with six railways within its walls. It is the 
winter residence of a large portion of the Russian 
aristocracy, and the nature of its climate is such as to 
render the introduction of gas, both for lighting and 
warming purposes, an object of primary importance to 
yoy oy (which covers 250 acres, and includes 
the Emperor's Palace, the Senate, the Arsenal, and 
Government offices), the Great Universities, and the 
Public Schools, will all have to be lighted by gas. 

From official statistics it appears that there are at 
present in Moscow about 200 hotels, most of them very 

ious, 4,841 inns, restaurants, cafes, cabarets, and 
wine houses, where people pass the greater part of the 

t in winter, upwards of 100 police posts and 
stations, 102 printing offices, exclusive of those belong- 
ing tothe Government and the Municipality, 27 public 
baths, 15 civil and military hospitals, and 26 Gove n- 
ment asylums. The German, English, and Merchants’ 
Clubs, and the Clab de la Noblesse, each spend about 
2250 per month for lighting, and the Government pays 
anmally £71,600 for the lighting of the Opera House 
and the Russian Theatre, and £12,000 for the barracks. 

In addition to the above-mentioned buildings, and 
altogether irrespective of private houses, there are 
17,032 shops, 700 factories and workshops of various 
descriptions, many of them of gre.t magnitude, aud 
one alone requiring 800 lights, 

Moscow has hitherto been dependent for artificial 
light upon portable gas, stearine candles, and petroleum 
oil. e costliness of these articles, and other disad- 
vantages connected with the imperfect lighting thus 
oe are such as to render any competition with 

inary gas impo-sible. 

The concession which has been secured to this Com- 
pany confers an exclusive privilege for 30 years. At 
the end of that period the works will either remain the 
property of the Company in perpetuity without special 
monopoly, or the Municipality may elect to purchase 
them at a sum equivalent to the entire net profits of the 
previous 10 years, or to extend the concession, with ex- 
clusive privileges, for a further period of 10 years. In 
this latter case the works would revert to the city at the 
end of 40 years, unless fresh arrangements shall have 
been made for cont‘nuing the business in the hands of 
ig A sinking fund will be provided to meet 

contingencies. 

The Cahier des Charges allows the Company to 
charge five silver roubles (equivalent at the present ex- 
ceptionally Jow rate of exchange to 13s, and to 15s 10d 
at the par of exchange) per 1,000 cubic feet of gas for 
all private lights.
